U.S. Bases Face 
Crippling Strike 

Two national trade unions 
vesterday threatened to launch 
a ¢rippling strike at American 
bases throughout Japait at the 
end of next week. 

The 40,000-member National 
Security Forces Workers Union 
(Zenchuro) and the 12,000-man 
Japan Security Forces Labor 
Union (Nitchuro) announced 
they had ordered their affiliated 
unions to launch a daily four- 
hour strike on Sept. 25. 

The strike would last “for an 
indefinite period,” i.e. until the 
unions’ demands have been met, 
spokesmen said. | 

The unions said the strike 
directives were issued following 
fruitless negotiations with the 
Procurement Agency. The two 
parties have been diseussing 
union protests against further 
dismissais and union demands 
for a new wage scale and re- 
vision of labor contracts and 
work regulations. 

Many Japanese base employes 
do not belong to any unions. 
But if the threatened strike 
does materialize, base opera- 
tions might have to be curtailed.

Although the general commit- 
tee is not supposed to get into 
the substance of any question, 
if the debate follows the course 
of previous years, the China 
issue is likely to be discussed 
in full details. 

Diplomats agreec that any 
tendency for some countries to 
lean toward admission of Com- 
munist China was sharply 
checked by Peiping’s harass- 
ment of Quemoy Island in what 
it regarded as a prelude to the 
invasion of Formosa. 

The Quemoy-Formosa issue 
has not yet been proposed for 
Assembly discussion. The United 
States believes the time is in- 
appropriate to bring the ques- 
tion here, but Russian propa- 
ganda outlets have hinted 
broadiy that the Soviet Union 
will raise it in the Assembly. 

Other issues that could cause 
trouble at Wednesday’s steering 
committee meeting were the 
questions of Algeria and Cyprus 
and Russia’s demand, made 
Tuesday, for a full debate here 
on suspension of nuclear tests 
despite the Kremlin's agree- 
ment with the West to nego 
tiate that problem at Geneva.

By order of U.S. and National- 
ist Chinese military officials, no 
newsmen, photographer, radio 
or television reporter now is 
permitted to visit the scene of a

The last three newsmen on 
Quemoy were evacuated by air 
through Communist Chinese 
artillery fire at dawn Tuesday. 

From that moment on, every 
word cabled to the world about 
the grim attempt to save the 
Quemoys from a strangling 
Communist shelifire blockade 
originated In the mouths of 
Government spokesmen.

Crisis Mulled 
By SEATO 


BANGKOK (AP)—The ninth 
SEATO military advisers con- 
ferened Tuesday behind closed 
doors with reports that the 
tense Taiwan situation was be- 
ing discussed by high-ranking 
officers from eight nations of 
security treaty area. 

Although the new Far Eastern 
crisis will not officially be 
brought on the agenda it ap- 
peared likely that Philippine 
Chief of Staff Lt, Gen, Aifonso 
Arellano would press vigorously 
for discussion the situation as it 
affects the Southeast Asia Trea- 
tv Organization area. 

The meeting lasts for three 
days. 

At the opening ceremony pre- 
sided over by Britain’s Earl of 
Bandon, Far East Air Forces 
commander and 92 officers from 


Australia, New Zealand, Paki- 
stan, Philippines, Thailand. 


France, Britain and the United 
States, heard the Pacific fleet 
commander offer American help 
to the troubled region, 

Adm. Harry D. Felt said: “as 
commander of a considerable 
portion of armed strength of my 
country I stand ready to assist 
you to best of my country’s abil- 
itv. I wish to assure you that 
the strength of the United 
States armed forces in the Paci- 
fic Ocean area is devoted to the 
preservation of liberty and dig- 
nity of men who wish to be 
free.” 


Japan Drafts Reply 
To Soviet Charge 


Foreign Office officials yester- 
day began drafting the formal 
reply to the Soviet Union's lat- 
est representation protesting 
the use of Japanese bases by 
the U.S. for “aggression” in the 
Taiwan area. 

The official reply to the Rus- 
sian charges was expected to 
be delivered within a few days. 

Informed sources said the 
Japanese note will be in the 
same vein as the unofficial state- 
ment made Tuesday evening in 
which the Foreign Office spokes- 
man denounced the Russian 
charges as “groundless” and 
“one-sided.” 

The Japanese spokesman said 
the Soviet note “avoided touch- 
ing on the question of what has 
caused the present crisis in the 


Taiwan area.” Though the 
spokesman did not elaborate, he 
was apparentiy referring to

Essex Arrives 

TAIPEI (UPI)—The U.S. 
Taiwan Defense Command 
Wednesday announced the 
mighty U.S. aircraft carrier 
Essex had joined the 7th Fleet, 
making the naval forces in the 
area the greatest nuclear 
striking force ever assembled. 

Addition of the Essex brought 
to six the number of aircraft 
carriers with the fleet. 

Five of them are loaded with 
jet fighters and bombers and 


the sixth is equipped and 
designed for antisubmarine 
warfare. They can put up to 


500 planes into the air. 

The EsseX was sent to the 
Far Fast from the Mediter- 
ranean where it had patrolled 
the seas off Lebanon during the 
recent Middle East crisis. 


New Supplies Unloaded 


TAIPEI (AP)—Two National- 
ist LST’s pierced the Commu- 
nist blockade of Quemoy Wed- 
nesday and unloaded their sup- 
plies despite heavy Red gunfire, 
the Nationalist Defense Minis- 
try announced. 

The LST’s were escorted 
across the Taiwan Strait by Na- 
tionalist and U.S. warships, 
which as before remained out- 
side the three-mile limit. 

Nationaiist defense headquar- 
ters said the landing ships 
sustained no damage and that 
all supplies were unloaded. 

The latest success in running 
the Red blockade came as Com- 
munist guns raked the offshore 
islands with a heavier type 
shell. _ 

Nationalist defense headquar- 
ters said the Red mainiand guns 
fired 7,101 rounds at Quemoy, 
Little Quemoy, and Tatan Islet 
between 4:40 a.m. and 6 p.m. 
Wednesday. The announcement 
said 1,820 shells fell between 4 
p.m. and 6 p.m. 

Ordnance experts reported 
the shells were fired by Soviet- 
made 203-mm and 212-mm guns. 
Previous shells were fired from 
152-mm guns. The larger guns 
apparently were brought up in 
a Red effort to blast the con- 
crete underground emplace- 
ments which have withstood 
re'entless shelling for 26 days. 


¥ 150 Billion

The Defense Agency is seek- 
ing budget appropriations total- 
ing ¥149,853 million for fiscal 
1959, beginning next April. 

This is ¥29,793 million more 
than the appropriations for this 
fiscal year. 

The budget requirements, 
which gained the approval of 
the ruling Liberal-Democratic 
Party's defense policy-makers 
‘Tuesday, were presented to the 
Finance Ministry yesterday. 

The figure does not include 
future fighter planes of the Air 
Self-Defense Force, as their 
type is still undecided. An ad- 
ditional demand is to be made 
after the type of plane is decid- 
ed, 

Worked out according to the 
basic policy of giving priority 
to the air force, the budget 
requirements envisage a per: 


sonnel increase of 10,544 for the |

Air Self-Defense Force 
4.305 for the Maritime Self-De- 
fense Force for fiscal 1959. 

As for the Ground Self-De- 
fense Foree, the earlier plan to 
increase it by 10,000 men was 
shelved and the increase has 
been limited to 3,898. 

If these increases materialize, 
the total personnel of the air 
force at the end of fiscal 1959 
would be 40,571 including 35, 
998 uniformed men. The ~nari- 
time force would be 31,958 in- 
cluding 29,038 uniformed men, 
and the ground force 185,879 
including 172,150 uniformed 
men. 

According to the budget re- 
quirements, the Air Self-De- 
fense Foree will seek to lease 
from the U.S. 60 FS6Ds and 13

Auto Workers Walk Out 
But Settlement Imminent 


DETROIT, Mich. (AP)—Unit- 
ed Auto Union workers at Ford 
plants across America began 
walking off the job at a 10 a.m. 
{midnight JST) strike deadline 
Wednesday even as the union 
and Ford agreed there had been 
a new offer which might solve 
the dispute. 


UAW President Walter .Reu- 
ther hurried from the meeting 
room 10 minutes before the 
deadline and told newsmen that 
the company had added some- 
thing new. He said the strike 
machinery was in motion and 
that the union had no way of 
holding its workers on the job 
past the strike hour. 


Reuther indicated the union 
would take but a few minutes 
to consider Ford’s latest offer 
and there was general belief it 
would be accepted, ending the 
strike. 

Company spokesman John 5. 
Bugas, vice-president-industrial 
relations, earlier left the all- 
night negotiating session to con- 
fer with Ford directors. 

The directors had been stand- 
ing by since Tuesday night 
ready for possible approval of 
any further concessions which 
Bugas and his Ford bargaining 


team might feel necessary to 
gain a contract. 

More than 98,000 workers at 
86 Ford plants across the United 
States were instructed to walk 
off their jobs. 

Ford, which only began pro- 
duction of 1959 model cars on 
Monday, braced itself for the 
possibility that it might be the 
first firm struck by the UAW 
in the union drive for contracts 
to replace those which expired 
at the big three—Ford, Chrysler 
and General Motors—two weeks 
ago. 

Some 7,300 Ford workers in 
scattered plants beat the strike 
deadline by staying off the job 
Tuesday,

‘USAF Medics Fight Typhoon 


To Rescue Japanese Woman 


FUKUOKA (AP)—A USS. Air 
Force plane carrying an Amer- 
ican doctor and nurse battled 
an approaching typhoon yester- 
day to rescue a seriously ill 
Japanese woman from isolated 
Fukue Island, 60 miles west of 
Nagasaki. 


In response to a distress call, 
the air force last night dispatch- 
ed a helicopter from Itazuke 
Air Base, 120 miles away from 
the island. But 33-mile-an-hour 
winds from approaching  ty- 
phoon Helen forced it to turn 
back. 

The call was to assist Nobu 
Nanjo, 28, wife of Japanese Air 
Self-Defense Force Lt. Yusho 
Nanjo, who was critically ill 
with an obstetric complication. 
She needed medical facilities 
unavailable on the tiny island. 

A second attempt was made 
yesterday morning from Itazuke 
with an §$SA-16 Albatross sea- 
plane carrying air force Dr,

Tex., and nurse Lt, Jean Panska 
of Freeport, Ill. The plane was 
piloted by Capt. John R. Rich- 
mond Jr., of Darien, Conn. 

The seaplane was forced to 
land in a bay some distance 
from the woman’s home because 
of heavy seas, The doctor and 
nurse then made it to shore in 
a rubber raft.

Violence of Police 


Newspapers, radio stations, television networks and newsreel 
producers yesterday joined in protesting the police assault of 


newsmen covering a street 


demonstration by 


leftiet students 


near the Justice Ministry building early Tuesday. 
City editors of the news media issued a protest with the 


Metropolitan Police Department 


yesterday. 

The protest said that the 
police action, which resulted in 
several reporters being injured, 
constituted interference In press 
coverage. 

Newspaper and radio report- 
ers and TV and newsreel 
cameramen assigned to the 
Metropolitan Police Department 
made a similar protest Tues- 
day. They filed a complaint 
against the third company of 
the police mobile unit believed 
to 
the beatings. 


Nihon Keizai Shimbun re- 
porter Yasumasa Akiyama, one 
of the victims of the reported 
police assault was hospitalized 
Tuesday night at Tokyo Univer- 
sity, 

Meanwhile, the Metropolitan 
Police Department organized a 
special investigation team vyes- 
terday to investigate the inci- 
dent. { 


Meanwhile, the Ibaraki Pre- 
fecture Press Club held an emer- 
gency meeting Tuesday to dis- 
cuss the police interference 
with revorting which allegedly 
took place in Mito during a ral- 
ly of students and school teach- 
ers opposing the efficiency’ rat- 
ing system. 

After hearing the stories of 
both sides, the press club pre- 
sented a written protest to the 
local police chief. 

This incident occurred Mon- 
day in front of the Shimazu 
Department Store in Mito, 
where police wrested a camera 
from Sankei Shimbun photo- 
grapher Mamoru Ishiyama, 31, 
who tried to photograph a 
plainclothes officer surrounded 
by excited students. 

The Civil Rights Bureau of 
the Justice Ministry launched a 
separate investigation into the 
Tokyo assault case in the belief | 
that the police action “consti- | 


tutes a serious Violation of basic | 


human rights.” 

Similar cases of violence by 
policemen have been reported 
on several occasions in the past, 
but on each occasion, police au- 
thorities have merely made a 
formal apology and nothing has 
been done in the way of punish- 
ing the police. 

Prof. Tadashi Uematsu of 
Hitotsubashi University, who 
is an authority on the Crimi- 
nal Code, felt that “the rank 
and file policemen are of ex- 
tremely poor caliber and poorly 
educated.” 

To Mataichi Kido, Tokyo Uni- 
versity professor, it seemed 
that recent incidents involving 
the police “have been provoked 
by the policemen, who are get- 
ting as tough as hoodlums 
these days.” He thought it a 
serious matter that policemen 
should resort so easily Ww) 
violence.

New Police Chief 
Vows Waron Thugs 


Ken Ogura, named by the 
Government yesterday as the 
new chief of the Metropolitan 
Police Department, said the de- 
partment’s most important job 
is to “eradicate” gangsters and 
hooligans. 


Ogura, 46, a veteran career 
police official, is now chief of 
the department’s police affairs 
division. 

He will succeed Hisato Kawai, 
who submitted his resignation 
Tuesday. His formal appoint- 
rent will be made tomorrow 
after routine approval by the 
National Public Safety Commis- 
sion and the Cabinet. 


The new chief said that the 
establishment of a section in 
the department to deal solely 
with gangsters and hooligans is 
now being studied. 


Ogura said he hopes to be 
able to build the department so 
that public will have trust in 
the police. 

In regard to the case of news- 
paper reporters being beaten by 
police during recent rallies, 
Ogura said such incidents can 
be prevented “by able leader- 
ship and guidance of senior 
police officials.”

The luxurious Orlent “Line 
cruise ship, the  29,000-ton 
Orsova, is scheduled to arrive at 


Yokohama today 
Visit to Japan. 

She will depart from Kobe on 
Tuesday, thus affording her 
i500 passengers ample time to 
visit the various scenic and 
historical spots throughout the 
country,

The Orsova tourists will be 
here just at a time when au- 
tumn with its bracing climate 
and colorful foliage present 
Japan at her best. Many over-. 
land tours and day and night 
excursions have been arranged 
for the visitors. 

The Australian ship is on a 
month's cruise from Sydney via 
Rabaul to Yokohama, Kobe. 
Hongkong and Manila. Follow- 
ing the success of the “Orien- 
tai” cruise by Orcades last year, 
the Orient Line has this -year 
sent Orsova, its flagship and 
most modern liner, on a simi- 
lar cruise. This has been so 
popwar in Australia that it has 
been booked out for months with 
long waiting lists. 

The Orient Line has-recently 
joined with the P&O Co. to 
form Orient and Pacific Lines, 
the biggest shipping group ever 
to operate in the Pacific.

Orsova’s badge, which may 
be ‘seen on her bows and in 
the sports arena, is, appro- 
priately a watergate, for she is 
named after a small Danube 
town near which the river 
becomes a torrent in a series 
of rapids known as the Iron 
Gate. 


The ship's clean, modern 
lines, and the freshness of her 
contemporary yet comfortable 
decor, have made her a great 
favorite on both the Suez and 
Pacific services. 


The main first class lounge 
has large full-height windows 
along each side with soft 
cushioned wide window seats.

Pressed by demands for act- 
ive business stimulation on the

Keonomic Background 

The official rate cut was made 
against the following economic 
background and outlook:

What is the position and at- 
titude of the Bank of Japan?

LONDON (AP)—A _ British

Soviet Russian Note 
The Soviet Russian note warning Japan against allow- 
ing the United States to use her territory for “aggression” 
in the Taiwaft area and charging that, “if newspaper and 
radio reports are correct,” Japan is already “virtually” in- 
volved in American “aggression” gives one a curious im- 


pression. 


Moscow knows well why there are American troops 
in Japan, and it also knows equally well that Japan has 
asked the United States to negotiate with her a revision 
of the 1951 security treaty which governs their stay here. 
There is not one jot of evidence that Japan is being used 
by the U.S. Security Forces 4s a base for potential military 
operations in other parts of the Far East, and Japan cer- 
tainly does not wish any such thing. 

The reference io “newspaper and radio reports” is 
unusual, to say the least, and we have difficulty in believ- 


ine that Moscow relies on such for its information on 
political matters. The belief here that the note was sent 
for propaganda purposes and intended to prevent, if 


possible, any strengthening of the U.S.-Japan joint defense 
system is probably well founded. 

It may be noted, in passing, that the dispatch of the 
note to Japan at this juncture also indicates Moscow's 
extreme interest in the Taiwan area developments, and in- 
creases the conviction of those who believe that Red China's 
actions. were prompted by Moscow, presumably during Mr. 
Khrushchev's recent flying visit to Peiping to consult with 
Mr. Mao, and, moreover, that they are taken as part of a 
wider and deeper plan of Red expansion. 

Even if the larger requirements of the Defense Ministry 
for the next fiscal year are met, Japan’s defenses will re- 


main at so modest a level that she could not think 


of 


abandoning American assistance in a joint security scheme 
of a practical kind, but this is not in any way a threat to 
the big Commiuinist states of Soviet Russia and Red China, 
both of which keep enormous armed forces in being. 

In fact, one of the chief reasons for Japan having to 
think abouwt.armaments at all is because of the existence 
of such Communist armaments in close proximity to her 
shores and of the political ideology which directs, or is 


liable to direct, their use. 


When an official answer is sent from this country to 
the Soviet Government, we hope that it will be made clear 
that Japan has nothing but peaceful intentions toward the 
Communist powers but that she cannot allow any outside 
nation to dictate to her what her defense arrangements 


should be.

any antiCommunist bloc or alliance, not because she be- 
lieves in communism or views with favor Red expansion- 
ism, but because she desires international peace and does

The Educational Furor 


Grading Teachers 


What are the reasons for the 
seemingly endless and ever ug 
gravating controversy over the 
efficiency rating system for pub- 
lic school teachers? 

is there any room for com- 
promise, if not outright settle- 
ment of the issue, between the 
educational authorities and the 
Japan Teachers Union (JTU)? 

If not, what will be the up- 
shot of the presently bemuddled 
situation? 

In order to answer these ques- 
tions one must first of all learn 
the facts about the dispute and 
what underlies therm. 

The current bone of conten- 
tion for the JTU and its mem- 
bere is the efficiency rating sys. 
tem which is going to be en- 
forced in all prefectures by 
their respective boards of edu- 
cation. But it is, somewhat like 
the islands of Quemoy and Ma- 
ts, a symbolic battleground. 
What matters is the strategic, 
rather than tactical, aim of not 
oniy the JTU but also the Min- 
istry of Education and the Lib- 
eral-Democratic Party behind it. 

As for the “tactical” target— 
the efficiency rating system—its 
background may be described 
briefiv. The proposed system 
has its legal basis in the Local 
Public Personnel Law of 1950 
which provides that officials in 
supervisory capacity are to con- 
duct periodic efficiency rating 
and take measures according to 
its result. This is parallel to a 
similar provision in the Public 
Personnel Law of 1947, applica- 
ble to the emploves of the cen- 
tral Government, 

Coverage of Law 

The latter law has been in 

force since 1952 when the Na- 


tional Personnel Authority 
(Japanese counterpart of the 
U.S. Civil Service Commission) 
established rules for the en- 
forcement of the rating system. 
The enforcement covered not 


only civil servants as such but 
also the educational personnel 
of government colleges and. uni- 
versities. 

The Local Public Personnel 
Law, too, has been in force in 
most prefectures with regard to 
noneducational employes. But 
its applicability to schoolteach- 
ers is a matter of relatively re- 
cent origin. What brought it 
to the fore was the case of 
Ehime Prefecture, whose finance 
had been more often than not 
in deficit, forcing the ecducation- 
al authorities to delay a wni- 
form wage hike for the teachers. 


The policy was changed in 
1958 to give raises within a 


budgetary limit to a large ma- 
jority, but not all, of the school- 
teachers according to their work 
elficiency. In order to grade the 
teachers for this purpose, the 
Ehime board of education de- 
cided to use the efficiency rating 
system mentioned in the Local 
Public Personnel Law. 
Radical Change 
To this, the Ehime prefectural 
chapter of the JTU, as well as 


the officials from JTU head- 
quarters who visited the local- 
itv, however, raised no objec- 


tion in principle. They merely 
objected to technical details of 
the enforcement of the system: 
e.g., the idea of grading teach- 
ers by ordinal numbers. 


When in June 1957 the JTU 
held its convention at Waka- 
yama, furthermore, it made 


little issue of the system. There 
was, for instance, no mention 
of it in the draft resolutions 
prepared by the executive com- 
mittee for the convention. Only 
an amendment proposed during 
the session stated that the union 
members should do their best 
to obstruct the establishment 
of a rating system, and if it 
were established at all, they 
should carry out their “strug- 
gie” to change the substance of 
it to make it acceptable to them- 
selves. 

By September last year, how- 
ever, the policy of the JTU 
apparentiy had undergone a 
radical change. When rating 
reports were to be submitted 
for the second time in Ehime, 
the JTU indicated its “‘categori- 
cal,” “unconditional” opposition 
to the system per se. It was 
no longer to quibble about the 
contents of a particular system. 

Making its opposition to the 
system a nationwide campaign 
issue, the JTU through its local

By KIVOAKI MURATA 
chapters began negotiating with 
prefectural boards of education 
in an effort to elicit the pro- 
mise that the latter “would not 
enforce the system.” Thus, be- 
ginning in September 1957, effi- 
ciency rating for teachers be- 
came a number one education- 
ai issue throughout the coun- 
try. At the same time it has 
mushroomed as a major polit- 
cal dispute, 

Steps to Enforce 

In the meantime, the ad- 
vocates of the system continu- 
ed to take steps toward its en- 
forcement, The Council of Pre- 
fectural Boards of Education (a 
national association of boards 
of education) declared on Oct. 
24 that its member boards 
would promptly enforce the 
system a8 soon as they com- 
pleted preparations. Subsequent- 
ly. the Council of Prefectural 
Superintendents of Schools (a 
national association of superin- 
tendents of schools) formed a 
subcommittee to study a sample 
model, which it disclosed on 
Dec, 20. 

Two days later, the JTU held 
special convention to declare a 
“state of emergency” and vow- 
ed to fight the planned enforce- 
ment of the rating system to 
the last. With this began a 
series of “‘teachers’ strikes” all 
over the country, the latest of 
which was witnessed on Sept. 
1. 

Meanwhile, however, accord- 
ing to the sample model pre- 
pared by the Council of Super- 
intendents of Schools, 40 out of 
the 46 prefectures have already 
completed detailed plans for 
their respective systems. In the 
ease of Tokvo, the first reports 


were due last Monday, which 
the JTU used as a day of “gen- 
eral strike.” 


From the standpoint of com- 
mon sense, grading workers, be 
they educational or otherwise, 
is nothing extraordinarily re. 
volutionary or repulsive, It is 
done everywhere in every coun- 
try—even in the Soviet Union 
and Communist China in cer- 
tain forms. 


Real Objections 

jut the fact ts, as it has been 
pointed out earlier, the JTU is 
not objecting to any particular 
set of qualifications for which 
its members are to be evaluat- 
ed. What they deprecate is the 
fact that the present Govern- 
ment with a conservative party 
behind it is enforcing it, 

To the JTU line of reason- 
ing, this is nothing but the 
final of a series of steps taken 
by the conservative Govern- 
ment since 1953 when Shigeo 
Odachi became Education Min- 
ister in the fifth Yoshida Cabi- 
net for “bringing education 
under undue government con- 
trol.” This, JTU leaders main- 
tain, means “destruction of 
educational neutrality.” 

Specifically these “reaction- 
ary” measures included the 1956 
revision of the Board of Educa- 
tion Law which made the board 
office appointive instead of elec- 
tive. This change, decries the 
JTU, deprived “local residents 
of the right to participate in 
educational administration,” 
thus introducing the danger of 
“violation of political neutral- 
ity of education,” 

Other measures include a re- 
vision of the school curricula, 
tightening of government con- 
trol on the editing and publica- 
tion of school textbooks, and 
the introduction of an ethics 
course into the curricula, 


Same Aims 

What do officials of the Min- 
istry of Education have.to say 
about this charge? Ironically, 
their aim is exactly the same 
as the JTU’s, These measures 
have been taken to safeguard 
“educational neutrality” against 
“undue pressure by a political 
group.” 

The references are the same; 
but the referents are not. 

The JTU’s position is to con- 
sider as “undue political pres- 


. Sure” any contro] exercised by 


the Ministry of Educatién, 
while the Ministry of Educa- 
tion and the Liberal-Democratic 
Party believe that the JTU is 


violating “educational neutral- 
ity.” 
The difference in “view” js 


unbridgeable because for al! the 
available indications, the JTU 


is devoted to the Marxist’ cause 
of bringing about an ultimate 
society where “there is no ex- 
ploitation of workers.” 

JTU’s own pamphiet design- 
ed to indoctrinate its new merm- 
bers, for instance, regards “the 
capitalist class and Government 
of Japan” as the “enemies of 
democracy and peace.” It goes 
on to read: 

“Our teachers union is an 
organization which stands at 
the forefront of the struggle. 
its national membership is 500, 
000. Imagine each of these 
teachers closely tied, through 
his 50 pupils, to the working 
class which constitutes 90 per 
cent of the entire population! 
Is it not a picture which is 
enormously encouraging and 
gloriously resplendent?. . .We 
are to fight on the side of these 
workers against the tyrannical 
propertied class of Japan.” 


More Control Possible 

Another document is equally 
iiiuminating. “Teachers’ Code 
of Ethics” by the JTU states 
that “the realization of social- 
ism is the historical task im- 
posed on the teacher, It is the 
(uty of the teacher to foster 
young people who would heip 
realize such a society,” 

JTU leaders are correct in 
assuming that the series of 
“reactionary” steps were taken 
by the Liberal-Democratic Party 
and its predecessor, the Liberal 
Party, in order to suppress it, 

It is a foregone conclusion 
that the change in the Board 
education Law was designed to 
eliminate JTU influence from 
the boards. And now with the 
efficiency rating system, the 
school principals, most of whom 
have been waging a difficult 
battle against their unionist sub- 
ordinates, can exercise consider- 
able control over them, If this 
succeeds, the ruling party and 
the Government will have won 
their war against the JTU, a 
Frankenstein's monster out of 
the postwar reforms of Japan.

To the Editor: 

Mr. Martin, in his article 
“Aspects of the Teachers’ Rat- 
ing Battle” in your issue of 
Sept. 14, gives valuable back- 
ground of the current contro- 
versy over the rating of teach- 
ers, but his judgment of some 
of the issues exhibits much of 
the confusion and irrelevancies 
that have been purposely or ac- 
cidentally injected into the 
quarrel, 

Mr. Martin and one of his 
authorities,. Prof. Nakano, ob- 
ject to the system because the 
rating is to be made subjec- 
tively. The effectiveness of 
teaching, like that of learning, 
can be judged only subjective- 
ly because there have not yet 
been devised instruments for 


measuring objectively qualita- 
tive matters as there are 
such instruments for measur- 


ing quantitative matters. 

Prompt and regular attend- 
ance, the number of papers 
written, assignments complet- 
ed, articles produced, participa- 
tion in institutional activities, 
and *such can all be measured 
by counting or weighing im 
either factory or school, but the 
quality of teaching, like the 
quality of learning and unlike 
the quality of factory produc- 
tion, cannot be determined by 
quantitative measurement, as 
Prof, Minami, who Mr. Martin 
cites as another authority, 
knows well from his work in 
psychology, because we have 
not yet found fixed standards 
or effective laboratory tests 
applicable to the quality of in- 
telligence. Factory products can 
be so measured for color, 
weight, durability, and such, 
but the quality of teaching re- 
mains still a matter of subjec- 
tivity, 

This troubles Mr. Martin, 
and surprisingly enough, Pro- 
fessors Nakano and Minami, 
both of whom have presumably 
been making subjective judg- 
ments of students’ learning for 
years, judgments just as crucial 
to the lives and fortunes of 
teachers as teacher rating is to 
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T eachers 


teachers. There is a_ present 
trend to equate teaching with 
factory production and, except 


to students and parents of stu- 
dents, teachers with workers, 
and this may have led Mr. 


Martin and Prof. Nakano to de- 


preciate teaching evaluation 
that is different from the 
evaluation of factory produc. 
tion, 


Cheerfulness, gloominess, 
frankness, spitefulness, and the 
like, to which they object and 
consider irrelevant, may not be 
important in factory production, 
but they are very important in 
teaching. Similarly, “sincerity,” 
“impartiality” and “attachment 
to teaching” are as beneficial for 
education as manipulation of 
children’s minds and emotions 
for political purposes is as 
harmful. 

Objecting to a teachers’ rating 
system either because of the 
subjectivity involved or  be- 
cause of the inclusion of these 
quoted items suggests that the 
nature of teaching, the factors 
in good teaching, and the limita- 
tions of qualitative judgment 
are not well understood. 


The objection to the rating 
system on the grounds of its 
predicted improper use is more 
valid. The effectiveness of a 
subjective rating scale—and the 
rating of the quality of teaching 


must, for the time being, be 
subjective—depends upon the 
reciprocal trust and respect 


among those who are involved, 
or upon authority. Neither the 
Government nor the teachers 
have yet given adequate eyi- 
dence that such trust and respect 
will not be misplaced, and so 
the matter has become a strug- 
gie for the same authority as 
that possessed by the teacher 
when he rates (subjectively) 
his students. Repeal of the teach- 
er rating system would not 
dispel the problem as long as 
political righteousness protects 
professional incompetence. 

It is significant that most of 
the arguments against the rat- 
ing system are on the grounds 
of the political protection of the 
teacher, and most of the argu- 
ments for the system are on the 
grounds, of political protection 
against the teacher. Is it out of 
place to ask what the effect of 
both the system and the argu- 
ments is upon the pupil?

Chile Marks Independence 


Nation Undertaking Economic Recovery

The celebration by Chile to: 
day, Sept, 18 of its 148th Na- 
tional Day, is particularlv 
significant in view of the recent 
Presidential election which 
took place 14 days ago and the 
results of which have been re- 
ported by the news agencies, 

The strength of Chile’s demo- 
cratic tradition is shown by the 
fact that this election took 
place, in every one of its de- 
tails, strictly in accordance 
with all the Constitutional 
norms notwithstanding the 
prevailing tensien, which was 
natural in a political contest 
of such importance, 


On this anniversary of the 
leading event in its history, 
Chile looks back on its past 
achievements as a free and 
sovereign nation and sends a 
cordial message of greeting to 
all the friendly peoples of the 
world. On this occasion, | am 
privileged to place on record 
the great admiration which my 
country feels for the manner in 
which Japan is facing the task 
of recovery with such admira- 
ble energy and self-denial. 

The way in which a people 
reacts in the face of serious 
adversities and grave problems 
is an indication of its vitality. 
In this connection, the Japa- 
nese nation is showing an 
admirable and encouraging 
capacity for work, evidencing a 
firm determination to achieve 
Japan’s reconstruction, particu- 
larly in the economic field. 

Chile, for its part, has vast 
potential resources, It possesses, 
however, a wealth which is far 
more important than any 
materia! advantage, namely, the 
valiant character of its people 
which alone has made it pos- 
sible to explore, and progres- 
sively to develop, these re- 
sources. 

With regard to mining ac- 
tivities, the practically unlimit- 


ed copper reserves of Chile 
have given rise to an industry 
of world importance which 


makes Chile the world’s second 
largest producer of the metal, 
coming immediately after the 
United States. Recent capital 
investment in the industry ex- 
ceeds $130 million and annual 
production stands at over 417, 
000 tons. 

The annual production of 
nitrate of soda, the extraction 
of which is now wholly 
mechanized, amounts to 2,500,- 
000 tons. 

The exploration and extrac- 
tion of iron ore has, for its part, 
made enormous progress. The 
volume of expo. ts has increas- 
ed from 120,000 toms in 1955 to 
nearly 2,500,000 tons in 1957. 
New capital investments in the 
iron mining industry amount to 
$13 million. The income derived 
by the country in respect of 
these exports between the 
vears 1953 and 1957 amounted 
to a total of $35,380,000, 

Chile is one of the few coal- 
producing countries in South 
America, with an annual pro- 
duction of approximately 2 
million tons. Recent invest- 
ments in the industry amount 
to $22 million. 

A similar progressive develop- 
ment is observed in the oil in- 
dustry. 

It would take us too jong to 
give a detailed account of the 
importance and prospects of the 
mining of gold, silver, manga- 
nese, antimony, lead, tungsten, 
mercury, anhydrites and rock- 
salt; the reserves of the latter 
could provide for the needs of 
the whole human race for many 
centuries to come. 

In order to get a picture of 
the potentialities of the Chilean 
economy, we must add to these 
resources water-power which is 
abundant in the central and 
southern sectors of the terri- 
tory and which can generate 20 
million kilowatts. Mention 
should also be made of the rich 
agricultural soils, the fisheries, 
the tourist attractions and many 
other resources, 

In spite of these considerable 
assets, which are being constant- 
ly developed by both State and 
private initiative with the aid 
of modern techniques, the rapid 
growth in national] activity has 
given rise to complex problems 
of coordination which the coun- 
try has not hesitated to face 
with calm and practical sense. 

It is perhaps appropriate to 
indicate here some of the stages 
gone through in the work of 
economic recovery which Chile 
is courageously undertaking. 

The battle began toward the 
end of 1955 when the anti-in- 
filation program was formulated 
and set in motion in order to 
deal with the problem of great-

Pursuant to this plan, contain- 
ed in Law No, 12,000, there be- 
gan a process of economic stabi- 
lization in four main fields: 
wages, currency, public finance 
anti foreign exchange regula- 
tions. It is not necessary to go 
into details concerning the tech- 
nical methods and administra- 
tive machinery employed to 
bring the inflationary pressure 
gradually under control; the 
magnitude of the progress 
achieved is shown by such con- 
crete factors as the fluctuations 
in the increase of the cost of 
living index, ‘The rate of in- 
crease decreased from 83.8 per 
cent in 1955 to 37.7 per cent In 
i956, This initial success was 
followed up by a further one 
in 1957 when the increase stood 
at 17.3 per cent, 

For the stabilization plan to 
be fully successful, however, it

was necessary that the coun- 
try’s importing capacity should 
progressively increase and that 
the State budget should be 
balanced. The fulfillment of 
these two conditions, however, 
has been seriously jeopardized 
by certain external factors, in 
spite of strenuous efforts made 
to counteract their adverse 
effects, 

The substantial fall in the 
world market price of copper 
constitutes the most serious of 
these external factors. That fall 
has been the worst since 1930. 
The average price of copper fell 
from 40 cents a pound in 1957 
to 28 cents a pound, The fail 
in value of nitrate exports has 
had a similar adverse effect. 

In spite of the adverse effect 
which these contingencies have 
had on the efforts to stabilize 
the national economy, the anti- 
inflation measures which had 
been introduced with so much 
foresight have markedly reduc- 
ed the effects of the crisis re- 
sulting from the above-mention- 
ed contingencies. Thanks to 
the legislation in question, pro- 
duction continues at a normal 
level and there has been no in- 
terference with the supply of 
essential goods from abroad. 

The country is fully confident 
that an era of prosperity will 
result from the difficult task so 
courageousiv undertaken in 
order to redress the country’s 
economy. 

Relations between Japan and 
Chile were established on Sept. 
25, 1897, by a treaty signed in 
Washington by the then Envoy 
Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary of Japan Toru 
Hoshi and Senor Don Domingo 
Gana, Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary of Chile 
in the United States of America; 
these relations have developed 
since in a spirit of friendship 
and understanding with the 
single interruption of the Sec- 
ond World War. 

Economic relations between 
the two countries are at pres- 
ent particularly active, and, al- 
though commercial intercourse 
between them has resulted in 
large unfavorable balances for 
Chile, the Government of the 
Republic feels sure that the nec- 
essary directives will be given 
to the responsible authorities of 
the Japanese Ministry of Inter- 
national Trade and Industry to 
redress the balance of trade be- 
tween Japan and Chile in a fair 
and equitable manner. 


I have already referred on a 
memorable occasion to the moral 
affinities between the two coun- 
tries in the realm of high ideals; 
after several years’ experience 
of personal contacts, I am giad 
to repeat what I then said: the 
Japanese nation has behind it 26 
centuries of continued existence 
as a unified nation and has re- 
mained, from its inception to 
this date, under the aegis of the 
same glorious dynasty. 


The young Republic of Chile 
is no doubt different in many 
respects but remarkable simi- 
larities can also be observed, 
Both peoples are seafarers, ac- 
customed to brave the tempests 
and the winds; both countries 
are insular and geographically 
isolated, and their inhabitants 
have the hardy and daring char- 
acter of those who have forged 
ahead by their own efforts. This 
character explains the enter- 
prising spirit and creative 
energy of both people and their 
fortitude in adversity and opti- 
mistic confidence jn the future.
